THE  history  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  is  of  necessity,  a  somewhat 
prosaic  record.  It  is  seldom  that  there  are  any  outstand- 
ing events.  There  is,  of  course,  much  routine  work,  and 
if  a  lodge  is  to  fulfill  its  proper  functions,  its  investigations  into 
character  and  its  benefactions  to  those  in  need,  should  form  an 
important,  though  confidential,  part  of  its  work.  Those  lodges, 
howev  er,  whose  period  of  service  has  extended  over  a  large  num- 
ber of  years,  have  certain  landmarks  in  their  careers  which  it  is 
well  to  record.  This  is  true  of  Dalhousie  Lodge,  which  now 
celebrates  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  its  establishment  in 
this  city. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  the  22nd  June,  1848,  under  a 
dispensation  issued  by  Sir  Allan  McNab,  Provincial  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  Upper  Canada.  The  meeting 
was  held  at  a  hotel  situated  at  the  corner  of  Little  Sussex  and 
Rideau  Streets,  and  authority  was  granted  to  conduct  a  lodge  in 
By  town.  Thirteen  brethren  assembled,  viz. :  Wor.  Bro.  James 
S.  Thompson,  Bank  Manager,  who  was  elected  W.M. ;  Charles 
Sumner,  Wor.  Bro.  John  Chitty,  Wor.  Bro.  James  McCracken, 
James  Fitzgibbon,  Lyman  Perkins,  Seth  Thomas,  Jr.,  John  A. 
Cobb,  J.  L.  Campbell,  Edward  Malloch,  F.  W.  King,  Thomas 
McKay,  Peter  Christie.  Unfortunately  Wor.  Bro.  Thompson 
immediately  afterwards  removed  to  Cobourg.  His  place  was, 
however,  taken  by  Wor.  Bro.  John  Chitty,  hailing  from  Pytha- 
gorian  Lodge,  No.  21,  Chambly,  a  man  of  considerable  talent, 
greatly  esteemed  by  his  brethren  and  who  lived  to  see  Dalhousie 
become  a  flourishing  lodge.    The  following  appointments  were 


made: 

Wor.  Bro.  James  McCracken  Senior  Warden 

Bro.  S.  Thomas  Junior  Warden 

Bro.  Lyman  Perkins  Senior  Deacon 

Bro.  John  A.  Cobb  Junior  Deacon 

Bro.  John  L.  Campbell  Inner  Guard 


The  brethren,  after  proving  each  other,  at  once  proceeded  to 
business,  and  received  an  application  for  initiation.  The  first 
ballot  taken  was  favourable,  though  the  candidate  for  some  reason 
did  not  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  of  membership.  Before, 
however,  the  lodge  could  get  down  to  business,  it  was  necessary 
to  secure  an  installing  officer.  Considerable  correspondence  in 
this  regard  ensued  and  brethren  at  Montreal,  Carillon,  Kemptville 
and  Smith's  Falls  were  in  vain  solicited  to  come.  At  last,  after 
considerable  delay  and  much  negotiation,  the  Worshipful  Master, 
Senior  and  Junior  Wardens  and  Secretary,  in  December,  1848, 
drove  to  Smith's  Falls  and  were  duly  installed  by  the  officers  of 
St.  Francis  Lodge,  No.  797,  and  a  board  of  installed  officers. 
The  minutes  of  the  installation  ceremony  were  placed  on  the 
records  of  Dalhousie  Lodge.  At  this  time  and  until  1875  the 
English  practice  was  followed  in  lodge  elections,  the  brethren 
selecting  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Treasurer  by  ballot  and  the 
Tyler  by  open  vote,  all  other  officers  being  appointed  by  the 
Worshipful  Master.  At  previous  meetings  held  whilst  waiting 
for  the  installation  of  the  W.M.  and  other  officers,  time  was 
occupied  in  framing  proper  by-laws.  The  Provincial  Grand 
Master  advised  the  lodge  that  £4/12/6.  was  the  minimum  fee  and 
it  was  then  decided  to  fix  the  fee  at  £5/0/0,  or  approximately 
$25.00. 

The  first  candidate  to  be  initiated  was  George  B.  Lyon 
Fellowes,  a  barrister,  in  January,  1849.  A  second  initiate  was 
Godfrey  Phips  Baker,  the  postmaster  of  Bytown,  and  the  third 
was  Dr.  Hamnett  Hill,  Bytown's  leading  physician,  who  until  his 
death,  fifty  years  later,  retained  his  love  and  his  membership  in 
Dalhousie  Lodge. 

The  charter  was  received  in  May,  1850,  and  was  numbered 
835,  English  Register,  and  24  on  the  provincial  register  of  Upper 
Canada.  During  the  same  year,  on  the  19th  September,  the  first 
public  appearance  of  free  masons  occurred  in  Bytown,  when  the 
foundation  stone  of  the  Protestant  General  Hospital  was,  at  the 
request  of  the  directors,  laid  with  masonic  honours  by  Dalhousie 
Lodge.  A  similar  ceremony  seems  to  have  been  performed  a  little 
later  during  the  year,  when  at  the  request  of  the  mayor  of  Aylmer, 
the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  members,  with  appropriate 
ceremonies,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  courthouse  and  jail  in  that 
town. 


Invitations  were  received  every  half-year  for  a  delegate  to  be 
sent  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  but 
invariably  an  apology  for  non-attendance,  was  sent  instead.  A 
motion  that  the  Worshipful  Master  go  to  Toronto  at  the  expense 
of  the  lodge  was  proposed.  It  was,  however,  amended  and 
adopted  that  he  proceed  to  Toronto  at  his  own  expense.  He  did 
so.  Many  years  later,  in  commenting  on  this,  the  R.W.  Bro. 
E.  D.  Parlow,  said, 

"So  they  did  in  the  good  old  days  of  old.  " 

In  the  year  1852-3,  a  library  was  arranged  for  and  books 
selected.  Several  times  records  are  found  in  the  minutes  arrang- 
ing for  magazines  and  books,  but  no  trace  can  be  found  of  what 
actually  took  place.  A  daguerrotype  likeness  of  all  past  masters 
was  ordered  to  be  procured  and  hung  in  the  lodge  room.  During 
this  year  some  trouble  arose  over  the  election  of  the  W.M.,  which 
did  not  subside  for  some  time.  About  this  time  a  resolution  was 
passed  that  all  funds  held  after  outstanding  debts  were  paid 
should  be  carried  as  a  benevolent  fund.  This  minute  shows  that 
charity  was  not  only  inculcated  but  practiced  by  Bytown  masons. 
Frequently  brethren  or  needy  ones  applied  for  loans  which  were 
almost  invariably  granted,  but  no  record  has  been  found  of  the 
repayment  of  these  loans.  There  was  then  no  central  board  of 
relief. 

A  communication  in  February,  1855,  from  seven  W.M.'s  in 
Upper  Canada,  requested  the  lodge  to  recommend  the  formation 
of  a  new  lodge  to  be  called  the  Doric  Lodge.  In  September,  1855, 
Dalhousie  Lodge  was  invited  to  send  a  delegate  to  attend  a  meet- 
ing in  Hamilton  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  The  follow- 
ing year  a  movement  was  made  to  secure  more  commodious 
quarters  and  the  lodge  met  on  Elgin,  instead  of  Wellington  Street, 
just  opposite  the  old  postoffice,  which  was  north  of  Hope's  book- 
store, where  the  Langevin  block  now  stands. 

In  the  early  days  of  Dalhousie  Lodge  the  brethren  apparently 
celebrated  the  festivals  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  for  we  read  in  the  minutes  that  the  officers  were 
installed  on  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  a  later 
minute  reads : 


"After  the  lodge  meeting  on  December  27th,  the 
brethren  to  the  number  of  three  and  twenty  assembled 
at  the  Exchange  Hotel,  Wellington  Street,  Upper  By- 
town,  and  dined  together  in  honour  of  the  festival  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist." 

A  communication  was  received  in  September,  1857,  from  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  asking  the  lodge  to  send  a  delegate  and 
the  charter,  that  it  might  declare  itself  an  independent  Grand 
Lodge.  It  was  agreed  to  send  as  a  delegate  the  W.M.  or  someone 
to  be  appointed  by  him,  but  to  oppose  any  resolution  whereby  the 
Gharter  of  Dalhousie  Lodge  should  be  surrendered  until  satisfac- 
tory arrangements  were  made  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
A  sharp  demand  was  made  for  the  charter  in  October.  This 
communication  was  filed  and  the  charter  retained.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  expressed  his  approval  of  this 
action  in  an  official  letter  received  in  January,  1858.  A  year  later, 
September,  1858,  the  lodge  was  again  asked  to  join  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  but  again  declined. 

In  October,  1859,  Dalhousie  was  notified  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  was  recognized,  with 
the  proviso  that  all  lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  retaining  connection 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  should  be  entitled  to  all  masonic 
privileges  as  those  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

An  emergency  meeting  was  held  in  November,  1859,  to  dis- 
cuss the  organizing  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and  those  members 
who  already  were  Royal  Arch  Masons  were  authorized  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  secure  a  warrant.  Dalhousie  Lodge  loaned 
the  sum  of  £40/0/0  to  procure  the  necessary  jewels  and  other 
paraphernalia  for  the  proposed  chapter,  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  Carleton  Royal  Arch  Chapter  is  one  of  the  most  flourish- 
ing masonic  organizations  in  Ottawa  today. 

Trouble  arose  in  .  1860-61,  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  charter 
by  the  W.M.  elect,  who  had  been  placed  in  the  chair  by  a  minor- 
ity vote.  As  a  result  the  W.M.  was  suspended  during  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  the  lodge  and  no  meetings  were  held  from  October, 
1860,  to  June,  1861.  In  1860,  an  account  was  paid  for  illumina- 
ting the  Lodge  for  the  visit  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Wales  in  October  of  that  year.  In  1863,  the  number  was  changed 
from  835  to  571,  English  Register. 

On  St.  John  the  Evangelist  day,  1864,  the  city  lodges  gave  a 


dinner  to  Civil  Service  Lodge  No.  148,  ostensibly  for  the  purpose 
of  introducing  the  new  lodge  from  Quebec,  all  the  members  being 
civil  servants,  to  the  masons  of  Ottawa.  A  warm  letter  of  appre- 
ciation was  received  from  Civil  Service  Lodge  thanking  the 
masons  of  Ottaw  a  for  their  kindness  and  concluding  with  the  wish: 

'That  the  true  masonic  spirit  which  exists  in  the  new 
capital  of  Canada  may  prove  the  prelude  of  a  harmonious 
working  which  shall  continue  to  the  end  of  time." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  members  received  in 
the  year  1869-70  was  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  John  A.  Mac- 
Donald. 

On  the  2nd  April,  1872,  nearly  twenty-four  years  after  its 
organization,  Dalhousie  Lodge  left  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
and  joined  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  The  number  allotted  was 
52,  although  No.  8  had  been  previously  reserved.  Very  Wor. 
Bro.  C.  S.  Scott,  who  for  more  than  thirty  years  was  Secretary  of 
Dalhousie  Lodge,  is  now  the  oldest  member  of  the  Lodge,  having 
been  initiated  in  1865  and  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1875-76-77, 
has  furnished  the  following  brief  statement  of  the  circumstances 
which  led  up  to  the  transfer  of  allegiance  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada : 

"It  has  often  been  stated  why  the  Dalhousie  Lodge 
did  not  join,  with  many  other  Lodges,  in  the  formation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  I  would  like  to  state 
now  why  they  did.  Serious  consequences  were  often 
avoided  by  a  very  little  adjustment,  and  the  following 
will  illustrate  one  case  in  which  a  small  matter  resulted 
in  more  serious  consequences  than  was  anticipated. 
Bro.  St.  Hill  and  W.  Bro.  Smith  (the  latter  of  Dalhousie 
Lodge)  were  employed  in  the  same  Department  of 
Govt,  service,  the  former  residing  in  one  of  the  Govern- 
ment buildings.  Upon  his  superannuation  he  had  to 
remove  his  own  effects  to  make  way  for  his  successor. 
Bro.  Smith  accused  Bro.  St.  Hill  of  removing  Government 
property  with  his  own.  Bro.  St.  Hill  denied  this  charge 
and  justly  laid  a  charge  against  Bro.  Smith  to  Dalhousie 
Lodge.  A  committee  made  strict  enquiry  and  failed  to 
find  any  evidence  to  convict,  but  quite  to  the  contrary 
and  Bro.  Smith  was  suspended  for  .12  months. 

"The  lodge  was  still  under  the  E.  R.  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Prov.  Grand  Master,  who,  I  understand 
resided  at  the  time  at  Three  Rivers,  and  was  a  friend  of 
Bro.  Smith  and  to  whom  Bro.  Smith  made  appeal.  The 
lodge  was  ordered  to  re-instate  Bro.  Smith.  The  lodge 
unanimously  would  not  submit  to  that,  and  affiliation 


was  immediately  made  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada. 

"A  memorial  giving  all  the  facts  connected  with  the 
case,  trial,  suspension  and  attempted  re-instatement  was 
adopted  at  an  emergent  meeting  regularly  convened  by 
vote  of  the  lodge  at  a  previous  regular  meeting  on  the 
19th  March,  1872.  This  was  at  once  transmitted  to  the 
M.W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada, 
signed  by  forty-four  members  and  expressed  the 
unanimous  desire  of  the  brethren.  The  minutes  of  the 
2nd  April  are  headed:  'Regular  Communication  of 
Dalhousie  Lodge,  No.  52,  G.R.C.'  " 

Two  months  after  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  to  the  effect  that  Dalhousie  Lodge  had  exercised 
power  which  they  did  not  possess  and  was  to  restore  Bro.  Smith 
his  privileges.  The  difficulty  had  been  solved.  The  communi- 
cation was  placed  on  file. 

Lodge  business  was  conducted  promptly  in  earlier  days, 
probably  due  to  a  more  elaborate  fourth  degree  than  is  at  present 
held.  Frequently  lodge  opened  at  8.15,  the  candidate  was 
initiated  and  the  lodge  closed  at  9.30. 

During  the  succeeding  years  little  of  outstanding  interest  and 
importance  transpired.  Work  was  carried  on  and  the  lodge 
gradually  added  members,  among  whom  were  some  of  the  best 
known  citizens  of  Ottawa. 

On  the  14th  December,  1898,  the  Jubilee  was  celebrated. 
On  this  occasion  Wor.  Bro.  S.  Maynard  Rogers,  the  W.M., 
occupied  the  chair,  and  Wor.  Bro.  Sir  James  Grant,  M.D.,  read 
a  paper  on  Bytown.  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  E.  D.  Parlow  gave  a  review 
of  the  lodge  from  its  inception. 

In  1902,  the  lodge  took  part  in  a  masonic  church  parade  and 
service  in  connection  with  the  coronation  ceremonies  in  June. 

It  would  be  invidious  to  mention  names  in  this  record,  as 
faithful  service  has  been  rendered  by  so  many,  some  of  whom 
have  with  the  lapse  of  years  been  called  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above. 
It  would,  however,  be  improper  to  omit  special  mention  of  Wor. 
Bro.  Horace  Merrill,  who  served  the  lodge  as  its  W.M.  during  the 
years  1853-4,  1856-7-8,  1863-4-5,  1867-8,  and  1877-8.  The  minutes 
of  March  5th,  1878,  show  that  the  following  resolution  was  carried 
unanimously : 

"The  members  beg  to  offer  to  the  W.M.,  Wor.  Bro. 

Horace  Merrill,  the  use  of  a  carriage  for  the  purpose  of 

conveying  him  to  and  from  the  lodge,  as  a  slight  token  of 

their  respect  and  esteem."

Dalhousie  is  the  mother  lodge  of  Ottawa.  It  is  not  the 
oldest  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  On- 
tario, but  is  high  up  on  the  list.  Dalhousie  carries  the  snows  of 
many  winters  on  its  brow;  it  has  a  record  of  long  and  efficient 
service,  but  it  is  old  only  in  years.  In  spirit  it  is  young  and  the 
future  for  it  appears  promising  and  bright.    Its  membership  is  532.
